At a cosy restaurant within a stone’s throw of the favourite 
Fleet Street haunt of Dr. Johnson, about a dozen members of 
the L.A.A. dined together on Wednesday, April 30th. The guest 
of the evening was Mr. J. Wilson Brown, a former secretary, who 
sailed for Kimberley on the Wednesday following. Our whilom 
leader and esteemed colleague the Kimberley Librarian on 
hearing that Mr. Brown was leaving Cardiff immediately gave 
evidence of the confidence he had in Mr. Brown’s work and 
ability by offering him the post of Chief Assistant at Kimberley. 

It is worthy of note that Mr. Brown is the second Secretary 
and third member of the L.A.A. to go to Kimberley. We wish 
him God speed and every success in his new sphere of labour. 
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THE MAY MEETING. 

The May Meeting of the L.A.A. was held by invitation of 
Mr. W. A. Taylor, Librarian of St. Giles’ Public Library, in the 
Council Chamber adjoining the St. Giles’ Library, on May 7th. 
The chair was occupied by Councillor A. Moresby White, chair- 
man of the Holborn Public Libraries Committee, and amongst 
those present were Mr. W. A. Taylor and Mr. Hawkes, Librarian of 
the Holborn Public Library, refreshments being kindly provided 
by Messrs. Hawkes and Taylor. Messrs. Law and Thorne were 
appointed auditors of last year’s accounts. 

The Chairman, on behalf of the Holborn Borough Council 
and the Libraries’ Committee, welcomed the Association and 
said that the real object for which public libraries exist is to teach 
and instruct the public, to point out obvious sources of infor- 
mation, and to supply that information. Their object is not 
merely to amuse or provide recreation. That is the debasing, 
the lowering, the degrading of a high ideal. Librarians and 
Assistants should form a walking index to the books so as to put 
the reader on the track of other works and thus lead from one 
thing to another, and from one study to a higher one. — It is all 
very well to erect a great building, but if sufficient sums are not 
set aside for the payment of capable officials, and sufficient sums 
to attract men of brains and intelligence, men who will work 
towards the realization of a high object, then the result aimed at 
fails, and these grand buildings, these municipal palaces, might 
as well have been pigsties, lunatic asylums, washhouses, or any- 
thing else. Capable and efficient service must be provided for or 
the whole fails. Misguided individuals who want to hand their 
names down to posterity are not doing any very great service 
unless they bear in mind that large buildings must include 
efficient service and that efficient service can only be purchased 
by sufficient pay. The salaries of library assistants are miser- 
ably inadequate when compared with the rate of wages paid 
to other persons in the service of local authorities. He hoped 


that it would be borne in mind that the ead of an association 
like the L.A.A. is not merely to advance its own interests, 


much as he sympathised with that, but also to advance the 


public interest, and that librarians and assistants are the cus- 
todians of the public mind and the future will look to them 
for the improvement of the general stock of wisdom and the 


happiness of the people. 


Mr. R. A. Peddie then addressed the Meeting on the 
Past, Present, and Future of Public Libraries, and said that, 
like everything else that was good, the Public Library move- 
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ment began in Scotland, and that it was a Scotsman who 
circularized the whole of the boroughs of that kingdom in the 
year 1700. But the efforts made between the years 1840 and 
1850 were the cause of the passing of the Act; yet this was 
preceded by the Baths and Washhouses Acts. He thought 
that in the conjunction of these two questions, Baths and 
Libraries, the Baths first, the Government must have had for 
once something sensible in mind. When people had washed 
then they should read. The public library has not yet crystallized 
into its final form. The original idea was to provide newsrooms 
and collect books, no matter what, anyhow, haphazard, without 
any idea of co-operation. We are beginning to get beyond that. 
In referring to indicators and open access, he said that sufficient 
initiative was not allowed to assistants, and the public was either 
turned loose into an enclosure or had to go to the catalogue. 
He believed the reference library to be the most important 
department of any library. The public library was too often a 
mere circulating library and this was partly due to the decadence 
of our periodical literature which forced people to read novels, 
whereas in Germany and Italy, which possess magnificent 
libraries in every town, the circulating library is almost unknown. 
There the people study their books and do not merely read for 
amusement. The periodical literature of this country renders it 
essential that circulating libraries should exist in England in 
order that people may be weaned from reading “ such pernicious 
stuff.” He advocated co-operation between the libraries of 
London. The national library should be the centre of biblio- 
graphical research, of historical research, the working office of 
our great thinkers and scholars; then there should be the Lib- 
rary of the Province such as that at Manchester, which might be 
made to feed a network of towns, and this should be established 
in all populous centres such as the Tyneside district. The City 
Library should remain for the ordinary reader and the ordinary 
student, but there should be rural Libraries which might be 
worked on the plan of the American Travelling Libraries tried in 
Massachusetts. We are just now on the eve of a great educa- 
tional revolution, and librarians should keep a sufficient grasp on 
this question to bring them more in touch with the educational 
machinery. Before long the schcolmasters of the country might 
be officials of the same Council and then both would work 
together, the schoolmaster to teach and the librarian to train 
the children to read. The library assistant must also train 
himself, not necessarily by examinations but also by attending 
classes, and he might even be able to “assimilate knowledge 


through the pores of the skin.’’ He considered the L.A.A. 
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deserving of great credit and it was an association differing from 
all others as its members were constantly changing. In spite of 
this its useful work continued. 


A discussion followed and was taken part in by Messrs. 
Soper, Thorne, Chambers, Lewin, P. H. Wood, Pickard and 
McDouall, and votes of thanks were passed to the Holborn 
Borough Council, Councillor A. Moresby White, and Messrs.

DEAR SIR, 

In your last issue you congratulated the Library Association on the 
increased interest it was showing in the education of library assistants, 
and the keener sense of its duties and responsibilities to the profession in 
this respect. Your congratulations were previous and undeserved, for 
the Education Committee of that body is now proposing what can only 
be characterized as a gross betrayal of the interests of assistants, and 
a dereliction of its duty of education. It has passed a recommendation to 
the Council that the technical instruction of library assistants shoul 


handed over to the Technical Education Board of the London County 


ty 





Council through its School of Economics. Originally intending to c 
merely for a grant in aid of their classes, the Education Committee has 
been induced to consent to what ts practically a transfer, to this alien 
body, of their power and moral duty of education under their Royal Charter 
It isperhaps needless for me to say that the London School of Economics 
in proposing the transfer, is not actuated by any high motive of public duty, 


or of regard for the interests of the library protession. It sees a means to 
secure students for neglected portions of its own syllabus, and, conse 
quently, increased grants of public money. Its ideas of the proper 
education tor the young librarian will be regarded with amazement by 
assistants. The scheme comprises such subjects as Palwography and 
Diplomatic (great importance is attached to this), General Economics, 


Methods of Statistics, General History and Organization of Local Govern 
ment! These are of vital importance to library assistants, are they not

Sesides, what do library assistants need \ ith tera 
ture if they have a sound instruction in Diplomatic and the Hist 
Local Government! And anyhow, we should have to pay a special le« 
turer for that. So literature is dropped. Surely. Mr. Editor, this 
exchanging King Log for King Stork with a vengeance.

Association’s classes were ludicrously inadequate, but good so far as they 


went. We lose this little end get in return —-Palwography and Diplomatic 
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The Education Committee seriously proposes to hand us over to the tender 
mercies of this College of Laputa. They would be relieved of a little 
expense and a great deal of trouble. There is only one serious criticism 
they have to offer on the scheme, and that is worthy of it and them. The 
School of Economics, with all its Chinese ideas, does not consider that its 
theoretical education is all-sufficient to turn out a competent librarian. 
Curiously enough, it thinks that this education should only be supplemen 
tary to practical experience ina public library. But this is against all the 
traditions of the Library Association! This controverts our most sacred 
principles!) This is rank Trades Unionism, the Closed Door, the Pro- 
tection of Incompetents! This is what that pestilent little Library 
Assistants’ Association has been making such a fuss about. Oh! this 
will never do! So they gravely insert an amendment providing for the 
negation of this clause at their will, and then, with the warm glow of a keen 
sense of moral rectitude and duty well done, send up the proposal with their 
blessings to the Council. 

I am afraid, Mr. Editor, that the Education Committee does not 
concern itself much about the views of library assistants on the matter of 
their education. It would be too much to expect that the disapproval of our 
little Association could disturb the self-complacency of these Mandarins. 
But we ought not to allow this most shameful betraya! to pass without a 
word of protest. I can hardly believe that the edict of this Tsung-li-Yamen 
has the approval or acquiescence of its erstwhile energetic Honorary Secre 
tary, who, alone among his fellows, has by his action on previous occasions 
led library assistants to think that he had their interests sincerely at heart. 
But if | am mistaken, and it is that he has abandoned his lone furrow, then we 
have little hope but in our own unaided efforts. It may, however, be not 
too late to make an carnest appeal to Mr. Roberts to re-commence once 
more his Sisyphean labours, and to remind him that labour, like virtue, 
is sometimes its own reward.

EDWARD EDWARDS. 

Truly a prophet has little honour in his own country. The 
melancholy story of * Edward Edwards. the Chief Pioneer of 
Municipal Public Libraries,” illustrates once more the fact that 
more often than not recognition comes too late to stay “ the iron 
in the soul” of disappointed hopes. Yet this was not altogether 


the case with Edwards, for though: he himself lived meglected and 


forgotten, the recipient of a stranger’s bounty, he saw the 
splendid edifice of which he had laid the foundations rising step 
by step; an abiding monument for the ages vad not merely that 


column trophicd for triumphal show from which the inscription 
is worn in a generation.

“EDWARD Epwarps, by Thomas Gi 
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band of workers in the cause of education which daily grows 
larger. That Mr. Greenwood should have done so much to 
rescue Edwards’ name from oblivion is appropriate; it is the 
tribute of one lover of the library movement to another. The 
little we glean of the personal life of Edwards from this volume 
makes us desire more. The introductory chapter compels our 
attention, and the sad details of the last chapter, narrating the 
old age of Edwards, alone yet not friendless, draw our sympathy 
towards him more than any amount of biographical details 
would have done. It is to be regretted that the materials 
Mr. Greenwood has had to work upon have been so very few, and 
yet had Edwards’ character been less retiring that touch 
of nature which makes the whole world kin would not 
have been so strong and we should have been the less 
drawn to the man. It is unnecessary here to allude to the 
literary quality of the book before us. The greater part is taken 
up with the history of Edwards’ connection with the British 
Museum and the Manchester Public Library, and with his work 
on behalf of the library movement, a subject interesting to the 
student of that movement, but not one lending itself to review. 
The purely personal details of the volume are those which will 
delight the reader. The descriptions of the man as he was will 
touch the chord of sympathy. ‘“ He had the scholar’s stoop, and 
always wore a frock coat with a silk hat, with neckties of a blue 
or green colour.” Perhaps not much in that little touch, but 
the chord is struck in the following :—* The frock coat and silk 
hat ultimately turned very shabby and became a mark for the fun 
of the village boys.” That is the pathos of his life; his forgotten 
old age when he barely subsisted on a small government pension. 

He is likened to Francis of Assisi in the preface, and certainly 
he had many of the saintly qualities: his disregard of poverty, 
his lack of personal ambition, and his enthusiasm for the cause 
he had taken up; but we cannot help thinking that Mr. Greenwood 
is ill advised in calling marked attention to Edwards’ religious 
views. ‘He began life as a Nonconformist,” he says, “ and 
ended it as an earnest Episcopalian. To this early training in 
dissent he owed whatever of true spirituality there was in his 
inner religious life.” Such a sentence might very well have been 
left out, as it savours too much of the very fault with which 
Edwards himself is charged. 

Space does not permit of a longer notice of this admirable 
book, which, in addition to its bearing on the Public Library 
movement, has a still higher claim to esteem by its appeal to our 
sympathy. The preface contains an admirable suggestion as to 
a tribute to Edwards’ work—he wants no memorial; these we 
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already have all over the country. An Edward Edwards 
Librarians’ Home of Rest at Niton, and an Edward Edwards 
Library School are both put forward as tentative suggestions for 
future benefactors. At the end of the book will be found Dr. 
Garnett’s feeling and scholarly address given at Niton in 
February last, when a_ stone was raised over the hitherto 
unmarked grave. The general public, and especially librarians, 
should indeed be very grateful to Mr. Thomas Greenwood for 
thus honouring the memory of Edward Edwards. 

No Public Library will be complete without at least one 
copy of this work on its shelves, and the low price at which it is 
published brings it well within the scope of the modest amount 
which Library Assistants are able to spend on their private 
collections. es = Be 


NOTES AND COMMENTS. 


Sydney, N.S.W.—The report of the Public Library 
contains some interesting reading. <A fiction and juvenile 
percentage of 57.4 is apologised for, though this would 
compare very favourably with many English and American 
libraries. The system of fines for over-detention has recently 
been introduced into the lending department, and appears to 
have been much resented by the borrowers, as more than 1000 
surrendered their tickets rather than pay the fines. Notwith- 
standing this, the results are regarded as being eminently 
satisfactory. 

A competitive examination for three cataloguers for the 
reference library resulted in the success of three ladies, out of 
fourteen applicants divided equally between the sexes. 

Stepney.—The Chairman of the Committee (Councillor F. 
C. Mills) has very kindly offered to take the Public Libraries 
Committee, together with the whole of the libraries staff, upon a 
visit to Oxford and its Colleges on Saturday, the 3lst May, and 
in order to carry out his wishes the Public Libraries in the 
Borough will be closed on that Sacurday. 

Stratford-on-Avon.—The Public Libraries Acts have 
been adopted and Mr. Carnegie is presenting a Library. The 
Mayor headed a subscription list with £100 towards the purchase 
of books, &c. 

Tipton, Staffordshire. —The Tipton Free Library Committee 
has improved on the principle of blacking out betting news. It 
is offering to let the spaces taken up by betting transactions to 
tradesmen whose advertisements will be gummed over the 
spaces.

SEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


To be presented at the Seventh Annual Meeting, at 20 Hanover 
Square, W., on Wednesday, 18th Fune, 1902. 


The Committee beg to submit the Seventh Annual Report 
on the work of the L.A.A. The year under review has been one 
of steady progress and considerable success. 

The Sixth Annual Meeting was held on June 19th 1901, 
again by the kind invitation of Mr. MacAlister, at 20 Hanover 
Square. Mr. Evan G. Rees was, for the second time, elected 
Chairman of the Association, Mr. W. G. Chambers was again 
elected Hon. Treasurer, and Mr. G. E. Roebuck Hon. Secretary. 
The Annual Report was adopted, the names of -the members 
elected to serve on the Committee made known, and the results 
of the Prize Essay Competitions announced. The suggestion by 
Mr. Hogg thata Circular setting forth the advantages of member- 
ship of the L.A.A. was considered and, with slight alteration, 
carried. Several suggested alterations of Rules were discussed 
resulting in the alteration of section D of Rule 3. 

On December 11th a Special Meeting was held to consider 
a number of proposals brought forward by Mr. A. J. Philipp. 
Of these, one altering the date of the Annual Meeting from the 
Summer to the Winter was carried by nine votes to seven. 

The opening Meeting of the Session was held at the Guild- 
hall on October 16th by kind invitation of Mr. Charles Welch, 
F.S.A., the City librarian, over sixty members and friends being 
present. Mr. W. Rome, F.S.A., F.L.S., Chairman of the Guild- 
hall Library Committee, welcomed the L.A.A. on behalf of his 
Committee, and expressed the pleasure it gave him to 
afford the Association an opportunity of inspecting the grand old 
building, the most interesting parts were visited; Mr. Rome 
drawing attention to, and explaining the valuable works of Art 
and Antiquity, while Mr. Welch kindly outlined the history of the 
Hall, the Chambers of the Courts of Aldermen and Common 
Council, and the very interesting Crypt. At the meeting proper, 
Mr. Welch read a very instructive paper entitled, ‘The Young 
Librarian: his Training and Possibilities,’ Mr. Rome pre- 


siding. 
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The Ordinary Meetings have been regularly and success- 
fully held each month from October to May, and the best thanks 
of the Association are due to the Lecturers, the readers of the 
papers, the gentlemen who have presided at the meetings, and 
to the Librarians and Library Committees who have enabled us 
to visit their Libraries, and have so kindly given us their hos- 
pitality. On another page is given particulars of the meetings. 

The Committee is indebted to the Governors of the St. Bride 
Foundation Institute, and to those Librarians who have placed 
rooms at our service for Committee Meetings. 

The North-Western Branch reports continued progress 
during the past year. A complete list of the valuable and varied 
papers read before this Branch, together with the names of the 
Lecturers, etc., appears on page 118. 

The Committee note with much satisfaction that in addition 
to Mr. C. W. Sutton, M.A., the Hon. President, the North- 
Western Branch has enlisted the interest and support of the 
following gentlemen, who have consented to become Vice- 
Presidents :—Messrs. Bateman (Oldham), Cowell (Liverpool), 
Credland (Manchester), Guppy, M.A. (The John Rylands Lib- 
rary), Madeley (Warrington), Mullen (Salford) and Shaw (Liver- 
pool Athenzeum). 

The L.A.A. Committee will be happy to entertain proposals 
from Assistants in other parts of the country, with . view to the 
formation of other Branches. 

The social side of the programme has, as usual, been in the 
hands of the Entertainment Committee, which organised in the 
Summer a visit to Rochester, where, under the guidance of Mr. 
G. Payne, F.S.A., and Mr. Protheroe (Librarian of Rochester), 
to whom the thanks of the Association are due, a very enjoya le 
and instructive half-day was spent. Later in the summer a 
pleasant launch trip to Walton-on-Thames took place. The 
Fourth Annual Dinner, held at Anderton’s Hotel in November, 
was attended with the usual success, as was the Annual Con- 
versazione held at the St. Bride Foundation Institute in March. 

During the past year the Study Circle has been regularly 
worked to a re-organised programme, the main principle of 
which has been the study of two subjects—Early Nineteenth 
Century Literature, and Library Practice. The first item has 
been closely and systematically dealt with, whilst the questions 
set in Library Practice have been of a most practical nature.

The Committee heartily congratulate the prizemen, and 
thank the several adjudicators for their valuable assistance. 

The general results of the Study Circle at the close of this, 
the second year of its existence, indicate the advantage of corres- 
pondence classes, and although much more support might 
reasonably be expected, the Committee is generally well-satisfied 
with the results of this department of its work. 

The Hon. Librarian reports that 32 books and pamphlets 
have been added to the Library during the year, bringing the total 
up to 288 volumes. Thirty-eight volumes have been borrowed 
during the same period, mostly by provincial members. For the 
additions to the Library thanks are due to Mr. E. A. Baker, M.A., 
Mr. Cockerell, Mr. Cotgreave, Mr. Greenwood, Miss James, Mr. 
MacAlister, Mr. Mason, and the Library Association. Donations 


of books and professional Literature would be welcomed, par- 
ticularly parts of periodical publications needed to complete the 
sets now in the Library, and of which particulars can be obtained 
from the Catalogue issued with this Journal for October and 
November 1901. 

In February the Committee had, with very much regret, to 
accept the resignation of Mr. G. E. Roebuck, the Hon. Sec- 
retary. Mr. Roebuck has the sincere thanks of the Committee 
for the considerable service he has rendered us during his twelve 
months of office. At the request of the Committee, Mr. Jd. 
Radcliffe, of the East Ham Public Library, very kindly undertook 
to fill the vacancy until the annual election of officers. 

The Association now numbers 230 members, of whom 135 
are Seniors, 85 Juniors, and 10 Honorary Members, being a net 
increase of 34 compared with last year; 61 of these members 
are accredited to the North-Western Branch. A complete list is 
appended. 

The Finances of the Association remain in a satisfactory 
condition, and the Committee desires to offer its thanks to the 
following gentlemen who have given donations during the year 
viz.:—Mr. Hy.

1. Name.—The Association shall be called ‘THE Lisprary 
AssisTANTts’ ASSOCIATION.” 

2. Opnvects.—-Its objects shall be to promote the social, 
intellectual, and professional interests of its members, by 
meetings of a social character, by discussions, and in such other 
ways as may be suggested from time to time. 

3. MermpBers.—(A) All persons engaged in library adminis- 
tration, other than chief librarians, shall be eligible for election. 
Applications shall be made in writing to the Hon. Secretary, and 
shall be considered at the next meeting of the Committee (B) 
When a member is raised to the status of chief librarian, or 
leaves the profession, such person shall cease to be a member six 
months afterwards. (c) The Committee shall have power to 
elect honorary members, such members not having the right of 
voting. (pb) The Association shall have power to expel, at an 
ordinary meeting, afterone month's official notice of expulsion shall 
have been given, any member by a vote of 20% (twenty per cent.) 
of the total number of members of the L.A.A. (or the affiliated 
branch to which he belongs), in favour of that course. 

4. Supscriprion.—(A) The Annual Subscription shall be 
5s. for Senior, and 2s. 6d. for Junior Assistants, payable in 
advance on October Ist. (8) Members being 6 months in arrear 
with their subscriptions shall cease to belong to the Association. 

5. OrFicers.—-(A) The Officers of the Association shall 
consist of a Chairman, Treasurer, Secretary, and a Committee of 
ten London and ten non-London members, who shall be elected 
at the Annual Meeting. (8) In the event of any of these offices 
falling vacant, the vacancy shall be filled at the next Ordinary 
Meeting of the Association. 

6. Meetincs.—(a) There shall be an Annual General 
Meeting of the Association fixed to take place some time during 
the Winter session. (Bs) Ordinary meetings shall be held 
monthly from October to May at such times and places as shall 
be decided by the Committee. (c) Special General Meetings 
shall be called on the requisition of twenty members of the 
Association, such meeting to be held within six weeks from the 
date of receipt of such requisition by the Hon. Secretary. 

7. Branxcues.—Applicaticn for the formation of a branch 
shall be made in writing to the L.A.A. Committee, by not less 
than 10 members in the proposed district. 

Each branch shall be bound by the Rules of the Association, 
but may formulate special rules for its local government, providing 
the same are confirmed by the Committee of the L.A.A. All 











proposed local rules must be deposited with the Hon. Secretary 
of the Branches’ Sub-Committee for approval. Members of a 
branch shall pay their subscriptions to the treasurer of the 
branch, who shall remit to the treasurer of the L.A.A. for every 
Senior Member 3/6, and for every Junior Member 2/-, to cover 
the cost of the official publications. 

8. ProcepurE.—(A) Amendments to these rules shall only 
be considered at the Annual General Meeting, or at a Special 
General Meeting convened for that purpose. 


NOTES AND COMMENTS. 
Mr. Carnegie’s Gifts.—We copy the following from the 
Daily News of May 24th: 

Sik,—During the time I was in Washington, in the first week of the 
present month, what seemed to be an authorative statement was given by 
an American writer of Mr. Carnegie’s gifts in the United States and the 
United Kingdom and Ireland. The gross sum is put down as 67,212,923 
dols., or considerably over thirteen millions sterling, given to libraries and 
other institutions. Mr. Carnegie’s gifts are far more numerous in America 
than on this side of the Atlantic. 

He has, I understand, recently stated that he is willing to give 
a library in this country wherever a site is provided and permanent main- 
tenance is undertaken by the local governing body. 

Municipal authorities, and others with influence, should see to it 
that this side of the Atlantic is well represented in Mr. Carnegie’s public 
generosity, and make their applications direct to him.—Yours, ete.,

Library Aids.--A lady library assistant, writing in the 
Library Record of Australasia, draws attention to the latent 
possibilities of the common or household brick as a library aid. 
Covered with cloth or brown paper it makes an effective book 
support. White paper may be pasted on the end of the brick, 
this will be found useful as a shelf register, etc., etc. The covers 
of discarded exercise books are also recommended for magazine 
cases. We never thought of this before. There is evidently a 
crying need for the “refining hand of woman” in our public 
libraries. 

American Libraries..-Some of the American Public 
Libraries, with commendable enterprise, have taken to bold 
advertisement of their wares. Attractive posters are fixed in 
the cable cars, between the soap and the pill advertisements. After 
learning how to cure that tired feeling, the passenger can glance 
through the list of latest accessions at the local library, before 
going on * to the soaps.” 

Mr. Carnegie’s Gifts. The Commercial Advertiser publishes 
a summary of Mr. Andrew Carnegie’s public gifts as recorded 
up to the present time. Since Mr. Carnegie began disbursing 
the total has reached 67,000,000 dollars (nearly £14,000,000), of 
which 52,000,000 dollars has been given in the United States, 
13,735,000 dollars in the United Kingdom, chiefly in Scotland, 
and 876,000 dollars in Canada.
